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Improving the Herd. 
National Live Stock Journal.] 

There probably will never be a 
more favorable time for breeders 
to improve their herds of cattle 
than the present. The prices of 
well-bred animals bring them with- 
in the reach of all, and those who 
have heretofore given as a reason 
for continuing to raise inferior 
stock, that it required too much 
cattle to do otherwise, can no 
longer argue this. The advantage 
to be gained by having well-bred 
stock is made specially prominent 
now, when so many inferior cattle 
are being marketed at extremely 
low prices, while the better grades 
are more salable at considerably 
higher figures. There certainly 
can be little, if any, profit now in 
breediug or feeding scrub cattle, 
and those who have had this sort 
to sell at the low prices prevailing 
this season ought not to need any 
further evidence of this fact. Not 
only is this a most favorable time 
for such men te arrange for the 
improvement of their stock by the 
purchase of a well-bred bull, and 
some cows, too, but also for those 
who already have herds of purely 
bred cattle. There are in all herds 
animals of different grades of merit, 
some of these being such as should 
be weeded out, and by this means 
the quality of the herd improved. 
The infericr cows should be dis- 
posed of and better ones putin their 
places, which can now be done at 
very reasonable prices. By taking 
advantage of the opportunities 
presented, where, on account of 
scarcity of feed, or for any reason, 
a breeder finds he has more cattle 
than he can well carry over Winter, 
purchases can be made most ad- 
vantageously. It will often be 
possible with a comparatively small 
outlay, to in this way give the herd 
a much higher rank than it now 
holds. Many have adopted this 
policy this year, and there are 
many more who ought to do so. 
When it is taken into account that 
it costs no more to raise a superior 
animal that will sell for a price that 
leaves a satisfactory margin than 
such a one as must be sold at a 
much lower price, the importance 
of improving the nerd of breeding 
cows is very apparent. 8 

For beginners, too, this is a most 
favorable time to engage in the 
business. A man of moderate 
means can now secure for his 
money, more and better-bred cattle 
than he could heretofore, or will be 
likely to in the future. By secur- 
ing cows that are in calf to a well - 
bred bull, a man will soon find re- 
turns coming on his investment.

The increased out- 
lay, should it prove necessary to 
make one, may be confidently ex- 
pected to prove money well in- 
vested. One advantage to be gained 
by this method consists in being 
able to see in advance what class of 
calyes the cows may be expected to 
drop, and in this way avoid the 
purchase of cows that have pro- 
duced weak or undesirable off- 
spring.

Tun 3 ordinances for the 
government of the town of Reno, 4 
synopses of which were printed in 

yesterday eveninz’s GAZETTE, 
_ brings before the people of the town 
a matter of vital importance to its 
welfare and prosperity. That the 
town must have a police depart- 
ment, a fire department and a 
board of health is undeniable. It 
must have all these branches of 
municipal machinery in perfect and 
efficient order before it can make 
any pretense to being anything 
more than a village. Reno is more 
than a village. Hence the time 
has come when it must be governed 
as a city, and witb city ordinances. 
But to put this machinery into mo- 
tion and at the least possible cost is 
what the citizen and taxpayer must 
consider, and before the County 
Commissioners take any decisive 
measures it would be well to have 
the situation thoroughly canvassed. 
The police departmentin any event 
must prove a costly part of the city 
government, and will require the 
most rigid management to meet its 
financial drain. The fire depart- 
ment need not be made a heavy 
tax-eater, though it is one of the 
most necessary adjuncts to a good 
city government,and when properly 
organized and disciplined will go 
further toward returning taxes paid 
out for its maintenance than any 
other. While a good fire depart- 
ment causes an additional tax it 
equalizes the tax Jevy by re.jucing 
the rate of insurance. The board of 
health need cost comparatively very 
little. While itis a necessary de- 
partment there are many months 
in the year when as a board it 
would not be required to officially 
convene. In order to sustain these 
three departments it is proposed to 
tax every person, co-partnersbip 
firm, association or corporation 
carrying on or maintaining any 
place of business or amusement 
within the limitsof the town of 
Reno, and attaching a penalty for 
violation of such ordinance. The 
amount of this tax, the manor of 


its levy and the application of the 


fund thus derived, is the question 
to be very fully considered and 
thoroughly digested by the tax- 
payers and County Commissioners. 
It would seem that to make haste 
slowly“ in the matter would be the 
best way; because, notwithstanding 
the town of Reno has within its 
limits many wealthy people and 
heavy business firms, it might not 
be judicious to place an excessive 
tax upon their various business in- 
terests in order to carry on the city 
government on a _ metropolitan 
scale. .

Cleveland’s Message About the 
Pacific 


Railroads. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Following 
isthe President's me sage transmitting 
the Pacific railroad reports to Con- 


gress: 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives :—On the third day of March 
last, an Act was passed authorizing 
the appointment of three commission- 
ers, who should investigate the affairs 
of such railroads as have received aid 
from the United States Government. 
Among other things contemplated, 
the investigation included a history o 


the construction of these roads, their 
relation and indebtedness to the Gov- 
ernment, and the quéstion whether, in 
the interest of the United Siates, any 
extension of time for the performance 
of the obligations of said roads to the 
Government should be granted, and if 
so said commissioners were ditected to 
submit a scheme for such extension. 
The commissioners were further 
directed by said Act to report in full 
to the President upon all matters sub- 
mitted to them, and he was vn 3 
Act required to forward said re 

Congress with such recommen cn 
or comments as he should see fit to 
make in the premises 

The commissioners, immediately 
after their election, eutered upon the 
discharge of their duties, and have 
pros: ated their inquiries wiih com- 
mer dable ee intelligence and 
thoroughness, arge amount of tes- 
timony bas been taken and all facts 
have been developed which appear 
to be necessary for a consideration of 
the questions arising from the con- 
dition of the aided railroads and their 
relations to the Government, 

The commissioners have, however, 
been unable to agree upon the manner 
in which these railroads should be 
treated, respecting their indebtedness 
to the United States, or to unite upon a 
plan best adapted to secure the pay- 
ment of such indebtedness. de dis- 
agreement has resulted in the ra- 
tion of two reports, both of w 10 are 
herewith submitted to Congress. 
These reports exhibit such transactions 
and schemes connected with the con- 
struction of aided roads, and manage- 
ment, and suggest the’ invention of 
such devices on the part of those hav- 
ing them charge for the apparent pur- 
pose of defeating any chance for the 
Govern ment’s reinbursement, that any 
adjustment or plan of settlement 
should be predicted upon the substan- 
tial interests of the Government, rather 
than any forbearance or generosity de- 
served by the companies. The wide 
publication which has already beea 
given to the substance of the commis- 
sioners. reports obviates the necessity 
of detailing in this communication the 
facts found upon investigation. 

The message then gives a history of 
the railroads, so far as it relates to the 
advances made by the Government 
and closes with the following: It is 
quite time that the troublesome com- 
plication surrounding this entire sub- 
ject, which bas been transmitted to us 
us a legacy from former days, should 
be aijusted and settled. o ene, I 
think, expects that the railroad com- 
panies will be able to pay their im- 
mense indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment at its maturity. Any proceeding 
or arrangement that would result now 
or any other time in putting these 
roads or any portion of them in pos- 
session or control of the Government, 


is, in my opinion, to be rejected. Cer- 


tainly, as long as there is the least 
chance for indemnification through 
any other means, I suppose we are 
hardly justified in indulging in irrita- 
tion aod indignation naturally arising 
from contemplation of malfeasaace to 
such an extent as to lead to the use- 
less destruction ef these roads or the 
loss of the advance made by the Gov- 
erment. 


TIMBER ON PUBLIC LANDS. 


A Measure of Interest te Citizens 
of Certain states and Territer- 
ies. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17,—Senator Tel- 
ler of Colorado, yesterday presented a 
bill of the most vital importance to the 
people of the States of Colorado and 
Nevada, and the Territories of New 
Mexico, Dakota, Montena, Idaho, 
Utah and Wyoming. By the provi- 
sions of the measure the citizens of 
the above-named States and Territories 
are authorized to fell timber on all en- 
tered mountainous and mineral lands 
in the public domain. The timber can 
be used for mining, milling, manufac- 
ture, building and other domestic pur- 

poses. By another provision of the 
bill it is made a misderoranor to ro- 
move any of the timber from the State 
or Territory. No lands ere to be con- 
sidered mountainous that are fit for 
cultivation. 

There cav no doubt that the measure 
is proposed in view of the infamous 
timber frauds in the West, and will re- 
ee the most careful scrutiny on all 
sides,

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MINES AND MINING IN-

A Suggestion Which Cattlemen 
and Sheepmen Can Digest at 
their Leisure—Judicia: Matters. 


Regular Correspondence GaZeETre. ] 
ELKO, January 15, 1888. 

EDITOR GAZETTE—I learn from 
Mountain City that Max Schoen, 
merchant at that place, has now a 
large force of men at work in his 
mine close to town, and will con- 
tinue during the Winter to extract 
ore and to make advanced explora- 
tions to a greater depth. Judge 
Max Schoen commenced prospect- 
ing this mine about a year and a 
half ago with fair results. Last 
Fall he shipped several carloads to 
Salt Lake City for reduction, from 
which he realized over $100 per ton 
net. The ore pow being extracted 
is at a greater depth and it is be- 
lieved he expects that it will yield 
by mill process $200 perton. The 
old Mountain City Quartz Mill, 
which was built about 16 or 17 years 
ago, has about fallen to pieces, 
hence the necessity of slipping ore 
to other localities. None but firet- 
class ore is shipped; the second- 
class ore is piled on the dump, which 
will be worked as soon as a new 
ten-stamp mill.can be erected. The 
reserved second-class ore will work 
about $60 per ton. 

The silver orea of Mountain City 
(Cope Mining District) are free 
milling and carry a large percent- 
age of gold. John Hoover, of the 
same district, has several fine pros- 
pects. California Hill abounds in 
large quantities of second-class, or 
low grade ore. The mines of this 
district are favorably situated for 
easy and cheap working, as there is 
a plenty of both timber and water. 


At an early day this district bad a 
populatien of over 700 persons en- 

ged in mining and other pursuits. 

bis district has never been prop- 
erly prospected, as the mines have 
beeu held by men of small means. 

Ben Gould, another old-timer, 
and William Hand have located a 
number of mines, which look very 
promising. The formation is por- 
phry and soft granite, and the vein 
runs nearly north and south, dipping 
east ward. 

I learn from good authority that 
negotiations are now pending for 
the sale of the Merrimac gold and 
copper mine, owned by Messrs. 
We-ton, Clark and others. This 
mine is situated on the northwest 
face of Lone Mountain and is half 
way between Elko and Tuscarora. 
Bes des this valuable property there 
are several other very fine copper 
and silver prospects, but from the 
fact that copper heretofore has Deen 
exceedinvly low, little work hus 
been dove during the past three 

ears except the annual assessment. 
The recent rise, however, in copper 
has caused considerable inquiry to 
be made about these mines, and | 
anticipate lively times about Lone 
Mountain next Summer. 

Hicks Mining District, situated 
about sixteen miles east of Mount- 
ain City, is again coming to the 
front. John McDonald, and others, 
have been prospecting here fer over 
a year and have at last been re- 
warded for their stubborn persever- 
ance by finding a very rich and 


assaying over $100 per ton, carrying 
a large percentage of lead. The 
formation of this district is lime- 
stone and the mines are found bigh 
up upon the mountains. The 
neichboring hills furnish an abun-

Some eight years ago Mr. 
McDonald discovered and opened 
out a very rich mine which he sold 
to some tern parties for $25,000. 

At Dutch Mountain, southeast 
from Deep Creek, not far from the 
great desert, there are quite a num- 
ber of men employed in sinking 
shafts and inclines for the purpose 
of prospecting several well known 
locations. At the bottom of one of 
these shafts a twevty-foot vein of 
galena ore has been encountered, 
assaying from $40 to $60 per ton. 

The lucky owuers of these valua- 
ble discoveries are engaged this 
Winter in excavating a tunnel that 
will tap this large body of ore at a 
depth of not leas than 500 feet from 
the surface. , 

If the proposed Salt Lake and 
Los Angeles railroad is built in the 
near future, Southern Nevada wil! 
have a minivg boom of ber own, 
particularly the southeastern por- 
tion, as it contains great wealth, 
embracing all Kinds of minerals 
known to the commerce of the 
world, the major portion of wl. ich 
is found in good paying quantities.

stances but lead a hard life of toil 
all his days. 

Get out of the deep, worn rut of 
your old prejudices. Stand up and 
look the preblem of better success 


pluck and brains. Don’t whine 
about monopolies as long as you 
don’t do anything for yourself on 
your own farm. 

Monopolies are bad enough. Cor- 
rupt officials are bad enough. High 
taxes are bad enough. All these 
outside evils are bad enough, the 
Lord knows, but te sink down in 
indifference inside your own line 
fence, call every improvement that 
is urged upon you as “theory,” is a 
thousand times worse on your for- 
tune. With such a spirit no won- 
der monopolies grind you. Think 
of a farmer trying to make money 
by taking milk to a cheese factory 
from a lot of cows that yield three 
thousand pounds of milk a year, 
and he not knowing or caring any- 
thing about improving that yield 
by breeding in better dairy blood. 

Think of him going along, year 
in and vear out, and not knowing 
how to feed a good cow, even if he 
has one, so as to bring a little pro- 
fit for his hard labor. 

Think of him making butter that 
costs him every bit of 16 to 18 cents 
a pound and swapping it at 10 to 
12 cents a pound for groceries at 
the country store—paying high for 
the groceries and getting nothing 
for his butter. 

Think of him selling cream to a 
creamery, and never stopping to 
think, or read or study an hour in 
a month as to the kind of cows he 
ought to have for that business, or 
the proper way to care for them in 
erder to get the most cream. 

Think of a man blindly plunging 
along in these old ruts of farm 
practice for years and never caring 
to read what other men are doing 
who are successful and make money 
in the dairy business. 

Think of a man doing all these 
things, as thousands are doing, and 
not caring enough for his own pro- 
fit to invest barely one hundred 
cents a year for a good dairy paper 
that is wide awake to his best in- 
terests all the time, and worth each 
week a hundred times its cost for 
a year. 

Think of a man doing all these 
things and then blaming the rail- 
roads, the monopolies, and the 
tariff, for his bad fortune, not once 
dreaming that he himself is mostly 
to blame because he cares so little 
for knowledge and the experience 
of others when it cau be had so 
cheaply. 

Then think how foolish it is to 
say that a paper that is trying to 
build up practical success on the 
farm, and enlarge the power of the 
farmer to help himself, is not a true 
friend of the farmer because it is 
not everlastingly howling about 
monopolies. 

Remember, success, like charity, 
“begins at home.”
